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NOTES FROM WEEKLY ACTIVITY REPORTS #16: 


25 April 1961 



1. From AES : Our testing of applicants for summer employment, 
conducted on four successive Saturdays, has been completed. For 
these applicants we administer and process not only the three 
short aptitude tests regularly given to all clerical applicants 
but also the typing proficiency test (which is handled by the 
Clerical Training Faculty for regular clerical applicants) , The 
number of persons tested this year was a substantial increase over 
that for I960. Comparable figures are given below: 

1960 1961 

Aptitude tests 144 190 

Typing proficiency test 103 153 

Summer applicants who have any degree of typing proficiency are 
encouraged to take the typing test. Of the 153 taking that test 
this year, nine met the usual Agency minimum qualification standard 
of 40 net words per minute or better? another 17 achieved between 
30 and 40 net wpm. Proportionately, these represent decreases 
from 9$ to 6% and from 21$ to 11$, respectively, from last year 
to this year. This reduction may mean an actual decrease in the 
proportion of summer applicants with these higher levels of 
typing skills. On the other hand, if we gave more encouragement 
to take the typing test this year, the reduction may simply 
reflect a situation where those of very limited typing skills were 
more likely to try that test.
